ing trade. 

"There is no direct steamship cmnniu- 
nication whatever between the United 
Stii'i- aud the .\ri,'i-ntine Keiiublic, and 
then' are no direct lianking facilities. 
The International Ameriitm conference 
has earnestlv recommended the estab- 
lishment Ijoth, but reciprocal ex- 
chances fif tariff concessions will be 
etiuallv eiiective in stimulating com- 
merce and increasing the e.xiHirt of the 
products, of wiiicli we have the larg«-st 
surplus, not only to the progressive re- 
public named, but to hll the otlier 
Ameiican nations. 

"The lonference believed that, while 
great profit would come to all the loim- 
tries if reciprocity treaties shoiid lie 
adopted, the United States would Ix' 
by far the greatest gainer.

"None of Latin-American countries 
produce building lumber; tha most of 
uem are de;iendent uuon foreign mar- 
kets for their breadstuffa and provis- 
ii>ns, atid in few is there any opportu- 
nitv or iiiciiiiatioii for mechanical in- 
dustrv. TUe effect of such reciprocity 
would be felt in eTery porCioa of the 
laud. 

In closing his letter the secretary

and other taxes, our fl jur, com meal 
and other brea( It' tuffs, prc-erved meats, 
tish. vegetables and fruits, cotton-seed

The narrow escape frcnu defeat expe- 
rienced by the government is explained 
by the Conservatives by the absence of 
a number of Tory members throuj^h 
their attendance at the Ascot races. 
While this explanation partially ac- 
counts for the slender majority by 
which the clause was carried, it cannot 
he accepted as final, since it is known 
that several of the absent Tories would 
have voted with the opposition on the 
question. The fact that the absentees 
disregarded the vigorous whip issued 
yesterday places them in the position of 
aodging the nuestion, widen ttiey un- 
doubteuly dia, and the government's 
realizntion of its perilous position, is 
evidenced in the censure which has 
been administered to tlie Tory \vhip4 
for allowing a division to be taken un- 
der the circumstunces. It is certain, 
however, that the ministry will rally its 
forces sufii, iently to avert a similnr ex- 
hibition of weakness, but the passage uf 
the bill in it* present shHi>e is now re- 
garded as extre mtdy unlik ely. 

DlMRtlsfled With th« Treaty. 

London, June 20.— The inhabitants of 
Heligolana are filled with dismay at the 
prospect of being handed over to Oer- 
man rule, with the enforced military 
■enrioe and other arbitrary conditions 
which the transfer wiU impose ut>on 
them, and the tide of protest agaluat 
the cession of their territory has set in 
atrongly. So general is the opposition 
to the Kverance of the island from the 
British empire and its consequent Oer- 
manixation shonld it pass into the 
hands of the kaiser's government, that 
the emigration of ite mhabitante on so 
large a scale as to Tirtnally depopnlate 
the territory is already threatened as a 
temilt of parliamentary ratification of 
the provinous of Lord Salisbury's set- 
fUment.
